It may come to many like a 


tion to find that the Turkish govern- 
ment; or perhaps it might be more cor- 
rect to say. the Sultan^fhas been en- 
gaged in collecting statistics showing 
the Mussulman population iu various 
parts of the world.. The result has Just 
been published, arid iuvthe dominions 
under the personal rule of the Sultan 
the Mussulmans are, stated at 18,000,- 
and territories in Asia, Including Per- 
000; 
while in the contiguous states 


sia, Afghanistan, Beloochistan, India, 
Russia, 
Turkestan 
, and China, their 


numbers are estimated at 
99,000,000. 


Africa, where the Mohammedan re- 
ligion has made great strides in the 
last half of the century, is credited 
with 36,500,000 followers of the Pro- 
phet, and 23,000,000 are described as 
inhabiting other countries and the is- 
land of the eastern seas. It does not 
appear that the total of these figures, 
176,500,000, is. exaggerated, as recent 
estimates have placed the Mussulman 
population of the world at close upon 
200,000,000. 
The Islamic world, how- I 


ever, -is divided religiously into two j 
sections, the vast majority being Sun- 
nis, and the minority, principally in 
Persia, being Shiahs, who hold more or 
less aloof from the Suhnis, of whom 
the Sultan of Turkey is the nominal 
head as Caliph of Islam. The Mussul- 
man population of India under the po- 
litical rule of the British government | 
and in the native states may be set 
down in round numbers as nearly GO,- 
000,000. 
By far the greater part of 


tbcse are Sunnis. Connecting the two 
important facts of the comparative 
energy with which the sultan is push- 
ing on the construction of the railway 
through Palestine to Mecca tr.d his 
recent census—taking of the- Mussul- 
man world, it is quite evident that he 
is watching svcats and getting ready, 
in his ~ay. for eventualities. KB de- 
sires to concc-ntrste in his own hands, 
as far us it is possible, the power or re- 
sistance contained in the mass repre- 
sented by 176,500,000-of Mussulmans, 
and by means of the railway to Mecca 
he proposes to retain the permanent 
control of the holy places of Islam on 
which his authority as Caliph Is baseJ. 
Amiil the uncertainties of the general 
political condition of Europe he may 
think he discerns an opportunity to 
enable Islam to reassert itself, and is 
preparing accordingly.

A statistician has estimated that if 


only the worst places iu the roads of 
Minnesota could be repaired, farmers 
would be able to haul one-third more 
at a load and to haul it in one-third 
less time. Where it now costs ?3 to 
market three-fourths of a ton, it woul'd 
then cost but $2 a ton, a saving of half 
the expense. Again it is estimated tbat 
if Texas h&il good roads, $2,700.000 
would be saved every year on the 
transportation of her cotton crop—a 
emu that, economically used, 
would 


build thousands of miles of permanent 
highway. But it is not only when the 
farmer markets his crop that he loses 
by bad roads or gains by good ones. A 
New Jors«y economist lias expressed 
tbe opinion that wherever good roads 
have boon built in that state land 
values.have risen fully 30 per cent. It 
is likely enough; for once this im- 
provement has been made, others are 
pretty .sure to follow.

In 
reality, however, tbe phenomena arc 
very satisfactorily explained on the as- 
sumption 
that 
certain areas of the 


brain are for the time being awake, 
while the other portions are asleep. 
Thus, the speaking center may he ac- 
tive and the dreamer may .carry on a 
connected conversation with a listener 
and be perfect!}- oblivious to any other, 
impressions. 
Very often under such 


circumstances a secret most carefully 
guarded during waking hours may tie 
disclosed to an alert and inquisitive 
roommate. 
Not 
infrequently, 
also, 


poems have been thus composed and 
mathematical problems solved 
when 


the respective cerebral lobes involved 
are on extra sentinel duty. The same 
can 
be said 
for somnambulism in 


many of its forms, the muscular sensa 
pertaining to walking being in a curi- 
ous 
condition 
of exalted activity. 


Strange to say, tbe victims of this dis- 
tressing malady have no recollection 
of their adventures although it 
Is 


maintained tbat they appear to see ob- 
stacles and avoid them and their vari- 
ous movements 
Indicate intelligence 


and reason. 
In many 
respects the 


conditions represent some of the varie- 
ties of hypnotism, differing from them 
only in tbe matter of absolute auto- 
suggestion, as against the domination 
of an outside party. The causes of the 
trouble are quite obscure—at least no 
definite ones are given by medical au- 
thorities. It is reasonable to infer, 
however, that in tbe aggravated cases 
the disorder has a cerebral origin akin 
to some of the varieties of epilepsy and 
requires the usual treatment applied 
to the latter affection.—New York 
Herald.
